As te Railroad Lawyers. 


Chairman Ed Maddox issued a state- 
ment Friday in reply to the speech 
of Hon. Reuben Arnold at the court 
house Thursday night in regard to 
railroad lawyers. Mr. Maddox admitted 
that he was local counse}] for the Cen- 
“tral of Georgia railroad at Rome, and 
had made a little money out of this 
client. But that the. record might be 
kept clear, he asks Mr. Arnold if he 
ever heard that a number of leading 
Hoke Smith supporters were also coun- 
sel for railroads in Georgia. The names 
of the railroad counse] who are sup- 
porting Mr. Smith actively, as men- 
tioned by Mr. Maddox, follow: 

F. W. Copeland, president of the 
Hoke Smith Club of Fioyd county. 

Hon. John K. Davis; a leader of the 
Hoke Smith forces in Polk county. 

Hon. John E. Rosser, a Hoke Smith 


leader in Walker county. 

Mr. Maddox says these are a few 
railroad lawyers in his own section 
of the state with whom he frequently 
appears in court. Replying to Mr. 
Arnoli’s speech and an Atlanta Jour- 
nal editorial, he said: 

“IT don't suppose the people of Geor- 
gia are in any way interested in my 
private affairs, but since my connection 
with the Central of Georgia has been 
continually harped on by the Hoke 
Smith followers since this campaign 
opened, with a view to rejudicing 
gs0me people against Governor Brown, 
1 beg to make the following state- 
ment: From what has been said, one 
would infer that these gentlemen were 
trying to produce the impression that 
thateil am a very important personage 
in the legal department of the Central 
railroad. As a matter of fact, I hap- 
pen only to be local counsel for that 
road in Floyd county; | am not even a 
division counsél. At the request of 
I have appeared ina 
number of cases, and I have done my 
duty towards my client to the very 
best of my ability, just as I have ai- 
ways done, and expect to do, towards 
every client.’ 

That he has made small fees out of 
this service, Mr. Maddox admits, but 
denies that it is enough to buy bread 
and meat for the family. Continuing, 
he says: 

Anawers Journal Editorial. 


“] wish I were in position to say 
that I had been fed by the railroads 
as liberally and generously as my 
friend, Mr. Arnold. He has made 
enough out of the railroads to ride in 
his magnificent automobile and own 
splendid blocks of Atlanta city proper- 
ty, while I have only made enough to 
pay street car fare. 

‘Recurring to the editorial in last 
Sunday's Journal, which seemed to see 
some significance in my connection 
with the Central railroad and Govern- 
or Brown's campaign, I would like to 
inform The Journal] that there are a 
number of attorneys in north, Georgia 
who are employed by the CentPal rail- 
road on exactly the same basis as my- 
self, among them are the Hon. F. W. 
Copeland, who is now and was two 
years ago president of the Hoke Smith 
Club in Floyd county; the Hon. John 
K. Davis, who is now and was two 
years ago the leader of the Hoke 
Smith forces in Polk county; and the 
Hon. J. E. Rosser, who is now and 
was two years ago one of the leaders 
of the Hoke Smith followers in Walker 
county. 

“I mention these because I happen to 
know of the facts, as they are in my 
immediate section of the state, and we 
frequently appear in court together, 
representing the Central railroad; if 
there is any significance in my sup- 
porting Governor Brown in this cam- 
paign, I would like to ask The Journal 
what is the significance of these gen- 
tlemen supporting Mr. Hoke Smith. 

A Dying Wail. 

“The truth of the business is that 
The Journal editorial and my friend 
Arnold's speech is all campaign slush 
and is simply the dying wal] of @ cam- 
paign based on demagogy. I claim 
to be just as honest and just as hon- 
orable as any of the above named gen- 
tlemen who are supporting Mr. Smith. 
So far as I am concerned, I have never 
communicated directly or indirectly 
with any official or with the general 
counsel of the Central of Georgia Rail- 
way Company about this campaign, and 
I don't suppose they know I am here, 
unless they have seen it in the news- 
papers. I have given up my business 
and have become connected with this 
campaign because of my friendship 
for Governor Brown, and because I be- 
lieve a continuance of his administra- 
tion at thts time is absolutely essen- 
tial to the peace and prosperity of 
Georgia. 

“The effort to make political capital 
out of my connection with the cam- 
paign because [I happen to represent 
the Central railroad in an extremely 
limited ‘capacity, shows that the op- 
position is dying hard and is grasping 
at every straw, but the good people 
of Georgia won't be influenced by any 
guch tommy-rot. Evidently my friend, 
Mr. Arnold, stil) thinks that we are 
all ‘durn fools;’ he certainly must to 
try to ram anything like this down 
our throats.”

HECRO'S FREI 


His Sym pathy Genuine, 


Says Roosevelt. 


Ex-President Addresses Na- 
tional Negro League--- Tells 
Negroes Man of the North 
Does His Worst by Meddling 
in Affairs of the South. 


New York, August 19.—Colone] 
Roosevelt, former president of the 
United States, speaking today before 
1,100 delegates to the National Negro 
Business Men's League, who cheered 
him and pledged him the support of 
the negro electorate for a possible 
third term, counseled his hearers to 
make the most of their opportunities. 

“The white man of the south,” sald 
Mr. Roosevelt, “is the vital man to 
have sympathy with the negro. When 
your neighbor likes and respects you, 
you have won your battle. 

Interference Works Harm. 

“The white man of the north does 
his worst work in interfering between 
the two peoples of the south, and his 
best work when he improves their re- 
lations. - 

“I would not slur over the tnjustice 
with which good colored men are treat- 
ed, but I feel that the really sub- 
stantial way of conquering injustice is 
to train your people so that the assed 
man will recognize in his colored 
neighbor a desirable neighbor. Every 
down-at-the-heel; ram-shackle’ negro 
cabin is not only bad for the people 
who live in it, but is a»~refiection on 
the race. 

Negro League Indorsed. 

“The man who lives a ne’er-do-well 
life of idleness is doing not only ill 
to himself, but to his people. I believe 
in this league., As I wrote five years 
ago, when I was president, I believe in 
it because it ts out of politics. You also 
stimulate among your people principles 
of business enterprise. That is well. 
You recognize that you should build a 
firm foundation before you can erect 
your superstructure. 

Progress of the Race. 

“In Mombasa, we were shown much 
courtesy by an American colored man 
who was serving there as a doctor. At 
a government experiment station, I 
foupd a Jamaican negroin charge. An 
abyss of nearly ten thousand years 
seemed to separate these two men 
from the savages I had seen—yet the 
abyss was not more than two hundred 
years. In your advance there have 
been haitings and shortcomings—short- 
comings on the part of fhe whites as 
well as i your part. Nevertheless, 
there has been progress. 

Takes Time to Bring Reforms. 

“It takes some time to make a re- 
former think that an outlook is not one 
of unaltered gloom. You sometimes see\ 
a reformer who thinks if he says a 
good word about anything he will be 
set down as a hopeless reactionary. 

“You colored men and women must 
set your faces like fiimt against those 
who would preach to you only the 
gospel of hate, envy and. bitterness. 
|} Realize that the only way to help your 
race is not by preaching vindictiveness 
and hatred, but by leading your people 
up to prosperity through good citizen- 
ship.”

WESSACE COMES |S

Says He Feels Confident 
of Carrying State. 


Dupont Guerry Is Supporting 
Smith -~ Ward Rallies Con- 
trasted --- Checking Registra- 
tion Lists---Miller County Cir- 
cular Calls Forth Answer.

A telegram was received.at Smith 
headquarters yesterday from Hon. 
Hoke Smith saying he felt confident of 
carrying the state and urging his 
friends to make a special effort in 
Fulton county. The telegram was 
pasted up at headquarters. 

Much interest was felt over the an- 
nouncement that hHion. DuPont Guerry, 
formerly president of Wesleyan Female 
college, and law partner of Hon. Joe 
Hill Hall, had come out for Mr. Smith. 

Charles W. DuPree, who came 
through the country from Savannah\in 
his automobile, en route home from 
New York, spoke of the political feel- 
ing in the counties through which he 
passed. He said Bulloch went for 
Brown two years ago by 700 majority, 
but that a great. change of sentiment 
had taken place. He. said Mr. Smith's 
picture was in the window of half the 
stores in town and that the former 
governor would carry the county this 
year. He predicted that Mr. Smith was 
Strong throught middle Georgia. 

Rallies Are Contrasted, 

The following statement was given 
Out at headquarters yesterday: 

“There were many gieeful comments 
at Hoke Smith headquarters today 
Over the contrast between the two 
ward rallies for Hoke Smith and for 
Govornor Brown last night. At the 
third ward meeting in the breakfast 
room of the Kimball, there were by ac- 
tual count 174 people present, while

Notice 
will thus be‘ given the election man- 
agers, in order that there may be no 
voting of dead men’s names or of ab- 
sentees at this election. 

“Another warning is sent out to the 
voters of the state to disregard the cir- 
culation of ‘local lies,’ there being now 
no opportunity to correct them. The 
warning is occasioned by the recepfion 
at headquarters of two Brown cam- 
paitgn documents, a yellow sheet in- 
tended for ctreulation in Miller coun- 
ty and a bloody looking document 
printed in red ink for circulation in 
Muscogee. Both are filled with false- 
hoods, including the often exploded ca- 
nard that the port rates are for the 
benefit of Atlanta alone. These meth- 
ods merely indicate the desperation 
of the Brown campaign committee.” | 

Val Fitzpatrick, first vice president 
of the Brotherhood of Rallroad 
Trainmen, representing more than 120,- 
000 trainmen and yard men; and L. E. 
Shepard, vice president of the Order of 
Railway Conductors, an organization 
of 986,000 men, were at headquarters 
yesterday.

“The records show -that Dan Wade 
was convicted at fhe fall term, 1895, of 
the superior court of Miller county 
for the crime of mayhem. The record 
further discloses the fact that this 
crime did not consist in shooting out 
a white man’s eyes, but consisted in 
biting off another mnegro’s ear, while 
engaged in a personal difficulty.” 

Continuing, Mr. Hitch says the pa- 
role was recommended by all three 
members_of the prison commission and 
by T. D. McKown, physician of the 
camp where Wade was incarcerated. 
He said the negro was 66 years old. 
had served 15 years, and was phy sica) - 
ly unfit for hard -work.

DEATH CHECKED WARRANT.

F rank B. Harriman, Formét 
General Manager; Charlies L. 
Ewing and John M. Taylor 
Named in Warrants —- Other 
Arrests to Follow --- Startling 
Allegations of Graft. ‘ 


Chicago, Ill., August 19.—Three for- 
mer executive officers of the [linoils 
Central Company were arrested today 
on warrants in connection with the al- 
leged frauds by means of which the 
railroad was defrauded, it is said, of 
$1,500,000. 

The men arrested were: 

Frank B. Harriman, formerly general 
manager of the road. 

Charlies L. Ewing, formerly manager 
of lines north of the Ohio river. 

John M. Taylor, formerly general 
storekeeper of the road. 

Herehan Swears Out Warrants. 

The warranta, sworn to by J.T. Hare 
shan, president of the Illinois Central, 
charge the three men. with conspiracy 
to cheat and defraud the railroad by 
false pretenses and with operating a 
confidence game. Harriman and Ewing 
were taken to the Harrison street po- 
lice station. Thelr bonds of $10,000 
each were signed by a professional 
bondaman. 

The allegations in the graft case are 
startling. The investigation began a 
year® ago. It reached a crisis last 
gpring when President Harahan began 
actions to recover sums said to aggre- 
sete qnore, than $1,000,000 alleged to 
have béen taken from the road by a 
car r ir company in connivancé with 
high Officials of the road. Harriman, 
Ewing, Taylor and many others of less 
Magnitude resigned their positions. 

Death Cheated the Law. 

Much of the money # said to have 
been repaid privately. The name of 
Ira G. Rawn, who resigned the vice 
presidency of the Illinois Central road, 
to become president of the Monon sys- 
tem, and who was found dead recently 
at his home with a bullet wound in his

BRITTAIN TO DISTRIBUTE 
COPIES OF SCHOOL BILL. 


For the information of county schoo! 
commissioners and Other school au- 
thorities throughout the state, M. L. 
Brittain, state school commissioner, is 
having copies*printed of the five bills 
relating to schools which were passed 
at the last session of the general as: 
sembly, and these will be distributed 
as soon as they are received from the 
printer. 

The bills, which are of unusual im- 
portance to the educators of the state, 
are as follows: 

1. To allow county boards of educa- 
tion to fill the unexpired terms of 
county school commissioners. 

2. To allow municipalities to hold 


elections for the purpose of settling 
the question of levying a local school 
tax 


3. To allow counties to levy a tax 
for the maintenance of county high 
schools. This is a constitutional amend- 
ment, and will be voted on in the gen- 
eral election. 

4. To allow county boards of educa- 
tion to borrow money for the payment 
of school teachers. 

5. To allow local school tax districts 
to be laid off across county lines. Un- 
der the old law, the local tax districts 
were confined within the county lines, 
but, under the new law, they may in- 
clude a portion or portions of other 
counties adjoining.

FOR RETRACTION 


Editor Says Union News 


Must Apologize. 


Charge That Watson Is Partner 
of Sully and Hammond Is 
Denied--Watson Says He Will 
Spend “Good Money” 


Prosecution. 


Thomson, Ga., August 19.—(Special.) 
Hon. Thomas E. Watson tonight issued 
the following statement: “The sudden 
flop made by our Texas friend R. F. 
Duckworth, was accompanied by the 
sudden expanison of his paper from an 
8-page to a 16-page. The Union News 
has now the appearance of having 
found a pile of money somewhere or 
other. Coincident with this sudden flop 
is a most vicious attack upon me in 
the leading article upon the editorial 
page. Glancing through the paper I 
find no less than six attacks upon me 
by name, consequently the sudden flop 
of Duckworth apparently involved an 
attack all along the line upon the man 
who exposed his doing at Union City. 

Watson Asks for Retraction. 

“A more outrageous libel was never 
published than that which is published 
by R. F. Duckworth, J. lL. Barron, J. 
E. Bodenhamer and W. E. Gilpin in The 
Farmers’ Union News of August 17, 
1919. Unless they publish a full and 
unconditional retraction at once, it will 
be my duty to prosecute them on the 
criminal side of the court. This series 
of attacks upon me and this sudden 
flop to Hoke Smith, whom they have 


| abused for the last four years, was in- 
‘tended for political effect. 


They meant 
to weaken the foree of the fight that I 
am making on the congressional de- 
serters and do-nothings.’ They must 
publish their retraction in the Atlanta 
daily papers in a prominent place not 
later than Monday morning next, or 
they will certainly have to meet a 
criminal prosecution. 

No Partner of Sully, Watson Says. 

“They have represented me as being 
a business partner of Daniel: Sully and 
John Hays Hammond, two men with 
whom I have no connection, and with 
whom I never had any. The Union 
News stated that I have gone into a 
combination with New York cotton 
gamblers and English spinners for 


the purpose. of skinning the farmers 


of the south. They viciously assert 
that I have been attacking the Farm- 
ers’ Union, and that I was paid for it 
by the money which was furnished by 
a@ company which now has control of 
the Egyptian cotton.

Cabiness Is Praised.

LACK OF INTEREST | 
IN THE STOCK MARKET 
Trading Was Small, and Pro- 


fessionals Did Most of That. 
. ‘Heavy in Afternoon. 


New York, August 19.—The reaction- 
ary undertone -which characterized 
yesterday's stock marget became more 
pronounced today. Trading was in 
small volume, the overturn being the 
smallest, save one, thus far this week. 
If anything, the market was more pro- 
fessional than before, its frequent pe- 


riods of inertia bespeaking the utter; 


lack of public interest. At odd times 
the entire ligt seemed under pressure, 
but more often the points of weakness 
were the Harriman issues, Reading and 
United States Steel, which have for a 
long time comprised the great bulk of 
the average day’s business. Ah incip- 
ient boom in Wabash shares was check- 
ed by denials of an “official-repeated”’ 
deal, in which the system was supposed 
to play an important part. 

It is a reagonably2fair assumption that 
the pressure directed upon the Pacific 
shares results largely ffom recent de- 
velopments in California. The success 
of the insurgent cause in that state is 
generally regarded as unfavorable to 
the Southern Pacific road, which re- 
port has long been credited with United 
political activity on the Pacific coast. 

Stock exchange sentiment has veered 
from its mild optimism of the early 
week-to a fair degree of bearishness, 
and to this change of feeling the pres- 
ent outlook is largely, if not wholly, 
responsible. Each passing day, accord- 
ing to Wall street's point of view, adds 
to the epmplexity in that quarter, and 
it is openly asserted in influential 
quarters that the moves now being 
made on the political cheesboard are 
decidedly inimical to the immediate in- 
vestment demand.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, August 19.—In a purely 
weather market, prices have moved ir- 
regularly, influenced by conflicting re- 

orts regarding the weather in Texas. 

umors have been circulated freely of 
rains in Texas, but much of the time 
they have lacked confirmation. Of late, 
however, scattered rains have been 
officially reported in the central and 
southern portions of that state; where 
they were badly needed, and, though 
it is believed that the precipitation 
was too light to help, there has been 
considerable long liqhidation, and also 
more or less short selling. There are 
some who contend that @ny damage 
that the crop in Texas has sustained 
has been overdiscounted in the price. 
Reports from the eastern section of the 
belt have in most cases continued to 
report improvement in the prospects. 
Some well-known and usually weli- 
informed Alabama interests claim that 
there has been a wonderful improve- 
ment in the situation. east of Missis- 
sippi. Meantime, the movement of the 
crop in the southwest is increasing, 
and the demand for actual! cotton from 
the mills’ continues small. It is be- 
lieved by not a few that ere long the 
pressure of the new crop will have 
become heavy enough to weigh down 
upon the various markets of the coun- 
try, unless the spinning demand  in- 
creases materially. On the other hand, 
however, the Texas crop news has 
been of a kind to encourage buying, 
and at times prices have rallied sharp- 
ly. Very many express the opinion 
that the plant in Texas was irreparably 
damaged to a serious degree by the 
protracted drouth. A local authority 
issued a report on Wednesday, the 17th 
instant, stating the condition, 
August 11, of 73.2 per cenf. This show- 
ed a decline in the conditian since July 
25 of 3.2 per cent, and compared with 
a condition of 70 per cent last year 
and of 83.7 two years ago. Banking in- 
terests of New Orleans issued a crop 
estimate, putting the yield in Texas at 
only 2,800,000 “and the total crop at 
11,520,000 bales. A local crop estimate 
was issued of under 11,000,000 bales. 
Trade reports from various parts of 
the country continue t onote improve- 
ment in the situation. In Philadelphia 
and Boston the dema ndfor yarns has 
increased at an advance in the prices. 
Western dry goods reports have been 
favorable. In the local market the 
demand for various descriptions of 
goods has continued to broaden. 

Today there was an early decline on 
further Texas rains, weakness in 
Liverpool, selling by room traders and 
liquidation. Later, a rally occurred on 
bullish reports from the south- 
west, bull” support and covering of 
shorts.

The passage of the 
law authorizes the board to fill the 
unexpired term of the commissioner, 
and it is to this position that Mr. Merry 
will be elected by the board on August 
25. 

‘Mr. Merry has been a resident of At- 


lanta gince 1890, coming here from 
Madison, where he taught in the Mad- 
ison school. Prior to going to Madi- 
son, he taught in Montezuma. After 
moving to Atlanta, he 
West End academy and later in the 
Boys’ High school. When Jere M. 
Pound was appointed to the office of 
state school commissioner two years 
ago he named Mr. Merry as his assist- 
ant, which position he has held up to 
the present time.

by Reds—Just How Much 
Indians Paid Attorneys Is 
Unknown.

McMurray before the congressiona! 
committee investigating Indian land 
affairs today that he hald as many 1s 
half a dozen contracts with the In- 


dians for legal services, all covering 


the same periog of time. 

Mr. McMurray testified, under qués- 
tioning, that for general services hve 
had two contracts with the Chickasaws 
at $60,000 a vear each; with the Choc- 
taws at $5,000 a year each; another 
contract for special services at a fee 
of $15,000, only $3,000 of which was 
paid; a yearly expense allowance of 
$2,700 under. one contract and’ other 
general -expenses amounting to $180.- 
000. All of this money was in addi- 
tion to the $750,000 allowed his law 
firm as a.contingent fee in what are 
known as the citizenship cases, and in 
addition also to the contracts by 
which he now seeks to obtain 10 per 
cent of $3.000,000 as a contingent fee 
on the sale of $30,000,000 worth of 
asphalt and coal lands. 

Salaries in Addit‘on to Contracts, 

“How is it that while having so 
many contracts to represent the In- 
dians generally cil regular salaries, 
you got a special contract on a con- 
tingent fee basis every time any spe- 
cial*case bobbed up?’ asked Represen- 
tative FE. W. Saunders, of Virginia, a 
member of the committee. ‘“‘Isn’t ic 
strange that the Indians had to sign 
so many contracts in order to get 
their affairs straightened out when 
the government was supposed to look 
after a great part of that work?” 

Mr. McMurray replied that he had 


f been identified with the Indians for so 


many years that they had come to look 
to him to. take care of their legal af- 
fairs. He said hardly an act had been 
passed by their tribal councils without 
the sanction of his law firm. Many of 
the expense allowances, the witness 
said, had been collected by him with- 
out the knowledge of the department 
of the interior. 

Tribal Acts Not Submitted to President. 

Also, he said, many acts passed by 
the tribal legislature were not sub- 
mitted to the president of the United 
States, as it was asserted was required. 

Asked by Representative Miller, of 
Minnesota, whether his work had not 
tended to lead the Indians away from 
a close relationship with the govern- 
ment, Mr. McMurray said he always 
had done his utmorst to bring the In- 
dians and the government together. 
It was also shown that -the Indians 
had employed other attorneys besides 
McMurray, each tribe paying $5,000 a 
year and one of the tribes $12,000 a 
year for special counsel. 

How much monev in the aggregate 
the Indians have pledged themselves 
to pay‘ for attorneys has not yet been 
determined by the committee. Mc- 
Murray is to be. questioned further 
tomorrow.

CHOLERA STRIKES 
SOUTHERN ITALY 


Bari, Italy, August 19.—The epidemi 
of cholera which has broken out in 
southern Italy is steadily increasing in 
tthe districts affected, particularly in 
the town of Trani, where the number 
of deaths already is more than thir- 
ty. The latest previous, official re- 
ports gave twenty deaths at Trani, 
showing the rapidity with which the 
disease is increasing there. The epi- 
demic is of a virulent type and the 
death rate is high. 

Even graver danger is anticipated 
from the flying population of the in- 
fecteq districts, who may bear the 
germs of the disease to regions not yet 
involved. Trani seems almost desert- 
eg as a result of the panic, 20,000 of 
the residents, fully one-half of the pop- 
ulation, having fled the town. Fully 
as many have escaped from the island 
town of Barletta. 

No Cases in Rome, 


epidemic of cholera which has broken 
out in Apulia had spread to Rome are 
emphatically denied. There have been 
no cases here, and the general health 
conditions in Rome are excellent, bet- 
ter than at any time during the~past 
ten years. 

Although the danger of infection is 
not felt here, the pope today ordered 
the lazaretto of Santa Marta. built 
inside the vatican by Pope Leo in 
1885, during the great cholera epidemic 
at Naples. but never used, because of 
the absence of the cholera patients, 
made ready for any emergency. Th: 
hospital instead has been employed to 
shelter pilgrims. ‘
